C'onspienoiis among thes«‘ was The Fad. whose amaz- 
ing apmMl today was in gltiring contrast to his pre- 
vious effort, ill whl«*h. notwithstanding that it was 
l»re«-<‘de<l by a private trial at five furlongs, said to 
have lM*en done in the seii.sati<»niil time of one min- 
ute. tlie Van !Meter gelding was unable to raise a 
respectable gallop. 

The handicap f«*r two-year-olds furnished the most 
Interesting ra«-e of the <lay. a uuintette of giKsi ones 
that included The Fad. Fanntleroy. Donan. I.a»nise S. 
and Firebox participating. The eventual winner 
srM‘e«lily pna-eedml t<» niii away from his opiMisition. 
The pace was so fast that Donan. the tlylng lead<*r's 
most |M‘rsisteiit pursuer, tin**! ba<lly at th*‘ eml. Tli.'s 
iM*rniitted tin* rating and staying Faunth*roy to l>**at 
him <lecisiv**ly f*>r tin* plac**. Fauntleroy in*arly 
overhauled Th** l'a«l as w**ll. Louis** S., starting f*)r 
the first time in tin* iiaun* nini c**l**rs of .Iam**s F.. 
tJaffn**.v. finishiMl with a b**lat«**l rush and this g*M>*l 
filly’s race should not Ik* taken seriously. Tin* same 
thing applies with «*<iual f**rcv to Dr. Barkley, whh h 
finished unplaced in tin* mile handicaii to (Hiding 
B**ll**. t'asiiue and Prince Ahnn*d. The Schulte filly 
enj*>y*Ml a big pull in tin* weights an*l was pndiabiy 
iK'tter st*rved by the truck conditions than any of h**r 
a*lv»*rsaries.

Montreal Jockey Club Announces Stakes for Autumn Attorney for Racing Interests Makes Public Grounds 
Meeting to Begin Sept. 4. on Which He Is Confident of Upsetting Law. 



Th«* .M*>utreal Jock»‘y Club auiioiiuces an attractive 
program *»f stake events for its autumn mwtiiig. 
which will Ik.* held this jear in SeptemtR*r. opening 
**ii Satiirilay. tlu* 4th, and ooiicluding on Saturday, 
the ISth. **mbraciug thirteen racing days in all. 
Tin* entrb*s for the stakes will close with the secr**- 
tar\. 11 St. Sucrameuto street. Montreal, at mbl- 
uight Tliiirs*lay. August 15. ami those who desire 
blanks may obtain them faom him. 

Tin* spring im eting at Montreal wras the most siic- 
****ssfnl ev**r held by the Montreal J«x*kej’ Club, in 
spite of tin* s**«inrge of influenza which incapacitat***! 
so many h«»rs«*s and which was particularly s**vere on 
th** th*>r«>iiglibrc**ls *jiiart**re*l at Toronto. Th**ro is 
**v**ry i***as*>ii t*» believe that the autumn session will 
show an improveim*iit s*> far as class h*irs**s arc c*ni- 
***‘rii***l ov**r that of June, as most *»f the hors**s that 
w**n* si«*k are *mc** imire in training, to say nothing

before an Ap|H*llate Court. 

('<Kik immediately appli**d to Judg<* Kerrigan of the 
App»*Ilate Court f*ir a writ ami one was issued, re- 
turnable Monday. July 26. When O’Shea’s case was 
pending In the SiiiK*rlor Court his bail was but $25. 
and in his petithm lu* usk(*<l that that nominal figure 
he maintaineil, but Judge Kerrigan raised the secur- 
ity to $190. 

O’Shea’s p<*tition all«*gt*<l that he was arrested 
without warrant or complaint ami that the com- 
plaint suhs<*qu**ntly filed against him b.v policeman 
James McEntee d<ies not allege any facts to consti- 
tute a piihllc offense under the laws of the state. 
Section 2.27A of the pemil cihIc. under which O’Shea 
is held, is alleged to be “absolutely voi<l and of no 
effect and in direct conflict with the constitution of 
the state *)f California.” 

Wh**ii tlu* O’Shea <*ase came up before Judge Van 
Nostraiul, Assistant District Atl*>mev Harrison a.sk**d 
leave to argue the siifficb*ii<*.v of the complaint 
against O'Shea bi'fore the application was roferreii 
to the Atipellate Court. 

“We suggest.” said '"ook, addressing the court 
“that as the matter involv<*s the validity of the 
secti*m of the co*le under whl<*h the arrest was 
made, it ought to Ik* decided by the Apiiellate 
Court, so that the decision will apply thnnigbout 
the state.” Cook also cited the c*ase of one Adams. 
whi<*h Jmlg** Cabaiiiss iiassed up to the Omrt of 
Apjieals. although It never w<*nt to trial before the 
latter lK>dy, because of the iiisutticienoy of the in- 
dictment. 

Harrison wantoil to argue the sufficieuc.v of the 
pr**s(*nt case against O’Shea, but (!ook claimed the 
siitfici**ncy was not in *im*stion. Judge Van Nostraiul 
tlu<ii grunted the motion that it go to the Appellate 
Court. 

While l**aving the Siijierior Court, Carroll Cook 
said: 

‘I am so Kur«* that the law will Ik* de<-lared un- 
constitutional that I *lon’t mind r<*vealing my hand. 
Of course, if tlu* iieiialtv is void the statute itself 
is void. Our claim is that th** iienalty provided in 
this law is abs*>lut<*ly voi*l. The legislature has no 
power to fix any such rR*nalty as is fixed. Ther«*f*ire 
tlu* allegation *if crinu* iimler the s**ction must fall.” 

Assistant District Attoriu*y Harrison maintains that 
there an* Supreme Court de<-lsions stating that stat- 
ut<*8 pr*ividiiig for imprisonment in either tlu* state 
prison «ir tlu* **<iiinty jail are **oiistitutioiial. In 
lmndre*ls of se**tions the* legislature lias provMed for 
siicli alternative forms of punishment, Harrison 
claims. |

TWO MISHAPS AT FORT ERIE 



ACCIDENTS END CAREERS OF RACERS BEAU 
NASH AND GALT. 

T. M. Green Reduces Track Record for Five and 
One*Half Furlongs — Steeplechase Jockeys Under 
the Ban — William Walker Buys Apache. 



Buffalo. N. Y., July 19. — T<slay’s racing at Fort 
Erie was marred by s|iills which attemlcd the run- 
ning of th<* first two ra<*es and were resiKinsible for 
the death of a pair of racers. In the o^ner. Beau 
Nash, the favorite, went down as a result of crowil- 
ing at the half mile post and his destruction fol- 
loweil on a**count of the colt baviug sustained a 
fractured leg. The secoml race was a steeplechase 
and was replete with mishaps to ail the starters ex- 
cept Bergoo. the winner. Galt was killed instantl.v 
when he fell at th»* eleventh jump and landed on his 
neck. J<M*key Reid, who hail the mount on Beau 
Nash, wras the only rider to sustain injuries aud they 
were of a trill ii\g nature, 

Th** goiKl cjird again s<*rved to attract a large at- 
tendance to the course, and. as most of the winners 
were well suiiporteil, th<* s|Rirt was profitable as well 
as enjoyahh* to tlu* many. The steeplechase was in- 
tend«*d as tlu* featun*. but it was a farcial contest, 
in <‘*insciiuenc«* of tlu* mishaps that befell all but 
the winii**r. During the early running Bannell was 
the lead**r, but a swerve at th** eighth hedge enabled 
Bergoo to g*i to the front Jiiul h«* was not thereaft»*r 
headed. Bannell held the others safe until ap- 
proaching the final jump. wh**rt* he unseat(*d his 
riiler and- alloweil CaltMirahatchee to take secoiul 
money. Hiuldy, which ha*I lK*<*n carried out when 
Rt'ginald Isilted at the first jump, was remount*.*d 
aud finished in tim<* to get third place. 

The imrse race at a mile i***siilte<l in an easy vic- 
tory for the inuchTimprove*! Apache, w'hich le<l from 
start to finish ajul wrou cantering in the fast time of 
1:29. The Minks made a sensational stretch run 
and came from last place to wear down Gretna Green 
for secoml money.

He was favorite ami led from barrier 
rise. Lady Esther was the nearest contender through- 
out. 

In the up<>ning race Brevlte came with a rash at 
the eml an<l manag**d to wear down Royal Report. 
Stolypin. which ha<l graduateil from the mau1**ti 
ranks in his t>revi*ius essay, made good in the sixth 
race, in which he lK*at Dispute aiul Woolwlmler. 

The Judges have l>eon quietly at work for several 
clays IcRikiiig into the running of several steeple- 
chases. :in*l, as a n*sult of their investigation, 
promulgated a ruling this afternoon warning from 
the c*ourse jockeys Archibald ami B*‘amish.

New York, July 19. — Matt Allen has sold Foun- 
tainblue. for which James B. Brady paid F. A. For- 
sythe $25,000 as a two-year-old, to Earl Linnell for 
$1,000. Fountainblue, now a five-year-old. failed to 
race to expectations in the Brady colors, although he 
occasloually showed a flash of the speed which was 
responsible for the fancy price paid for him. His 
only start this season was at Sheepshead Bay, when 
he wont to the iiost in a mile race for selling platers, 
and on that occasion he was entered to be sold for 
$800. He did not win, nor was he claimed out of 
the race. 

Mr. Brady, who bought Accountant for $40,000 
and Olseau for $28,0(M), is never seen at the race 
tracks nowadays. His turf venture, after severing 
his partnership with F. C. McLowee. is said to liave 
entailed a loss of nearly $2Oi),00O. Another absentee 
is E. E. Smathers. who bought McChesiiey for $30.- 
000 and proceeded to race on a big scale until lie 
found himself $250.(KK) on the wrong side of the 
ledger. John A. Drake, John W. Gates, E. R. 
Thomas, Frank J. Farrell and other high rollers of 
former days have not been seen at the races this 
year. Neither has Charley Ellison, once a big 
plunger, who recently sold his horses for a song. 

Turf plungers, for that matter, are few and far 
between in these days. Big wagers are infrequently 
made. Dare Johnson, who won $.52,(X)0 in a single 
day at Belmont Park two years ago, is now hitting 
the high places when he bets $5<M). Johnson says 
he will never desert the turf, but that he has be- 
come convinced that there’s nothing In plunging. 
Any layer will admit that the betting has been re- 
duced to a minimum and that speculation nowadays 
is merely a matter of sentiment which affords both 
fun and excitement. A man who should express a 
desire to wager $1.<KK) on a horse would find it a 
difficult task to place the money.

ANTI-BETTING LAW RIDICULED. 

Johannesburg. South Africa. July 19. — There is 
great agitation against the new anti-betting bill, 
which proliibits all betting except on race courses 
on race days. 

The measure is generally condemned as ludicrous. 
It is iKiinted out that under its provisions a man is 
liable to a fine of $375. or to six months’ imprison- 
ment. for lietting one shilling on an England versus 
Australian cricket match, whereas he could wager 
• on the rise or fall of shares with impunity. 

A woman playing' tennis or golf and Indulging in 
a friendly l»et <*f a enp of tea on the result will be 
liable to the same penalties, while for settling the 
l»et a further fine or term of imprisonment could be 
im|H>scd. 

The Rand Daily Mail says tliat “it would lie much 
simpler If tlie government wrap|»ed every individual 
man. woman and child in the country in cotton wool 
and placed them in glass cases right away.’’ 



NO MORE FREE FIELD AT YONKERS. 

New York, July 19.— Matt Winn, manager of the 
Empire City track, sa.vs that the field enclosure has 
been permanently abolished at the Yonkers race 
conrsi*. Winn has had plans draw’ii for an exten- 
sion of the grandstand roof about 200 fi*»'t south, 
uudcrueatli which tliere will In* an ot»en “paddock” 
where the oral siH-nilators can transact business. 
'The seating capacity of the present stand, which 
will hold about 7,<HN) iiersous, is ladieveil to lie suf- 
ficient, as the liroail lawns can aeeomnioilute as 
many rndre. Winn says that tiie “field’’ is out of 
date*, as far as Yonkers Is coucern»*il. and that rac- 
ing can live well einnigh without it. While no definite 
IMiIicv has lM*en mapiHiI out by the other Jockey Club 
tracks, it is said that all of them will keep the 
cheap enclosures barriMl to the public for some time 
to come, if not permanently.

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NEW RULE AFFECTING STEEFLECHASING. 

New York, July 19. — 'Tlie National Steeplechase 
aiul Hunt Aasocintion has adopted a rule wlilcii i.i 
calculated to improve the cnoee- conn try wtiort next 
fall. Hitherto three -year -old fencers iiave been ex- 
clnded from cross-country events in wlileli four-year- 
olds and older horses participate. TI:ey have lieep 
compelled to run against each other altogether, 
which is. perhaps, one of the reasons they have been 
so backward In learning the game. 

Hereafter from the first of October on they will 
be permitted to race with the mature horses. The 
change is an eminently reasonable one. beinnse un- 
der the A'merlcan s.vstom of developing all clnss«‘s 
of horses early, a steepKeelmser is as good in tlie 
autumn of his three-year-old career as at anv otlier 
time. Jumping with older horses is calenlated to 
expedite the devHopinent of the thri‘e-year-oId. 
liecause liorsea learn more readily by racing with 
animals that know the game than in any other way. 

ENGLISH BOOKMAKERS OPPOSING MUTUELS. 

Loudon. Eng.. July 19. — The bookmakers and “Aus- 
tralian John” Heath have lioen h.. uig it out hot and 
lieavy bi*cau.se of Heat.i’s instal !.ition of the Aus- 
tralian totalization system at Eitgli ii raw tracks. 
'Flic Isiokmakcrs object strenuously to tlie inr.ovation. 
Imt Heath apparently has the tacit support of tlie 
racing authorities, for he has hecn piTinitted to con- 
tinue o|x>ration8 after taking mlvicc of Scoiland Yard 
and liciug assured that there is iiotl.'iig wliatcvcr 
illegal in bis s^'stem. Heath has Imsmi working m a 
small scale, studiously avoiding opiTatlng in largi* 
sums, and will not even take as much as a pound at 
a time from a backer. But the bookmakers ui*e 
keenly incensed. 

BAYARDO STOCK GOES UP. 

London, Eng.. July IS. — By the manner in wiiicli 
he W’on the $50,060 Eclipse Stakes at Sandowii Dark 
last wei'k. Bayardo jiroved his right to 1m* <*onsidcre»l 
a dangerous claimant for the title of lM*st 3-year-old 
In England. The race was regarded as a test of 
Bayaroo’s ability as compari‘d with that of Minoni. 
the king's Derby winner, lK‘retoforo rati*il as the 
best of the year. 

Bayardo show’cd that Minoru's cliain|iionshi|i is 
by no means sure, as his own race was impressive. 
He is a big, upstanding bay colt by Bay Ronald out 
of Galicia. Out of the Ecliiise purse of 16,0.K) sover- 
eigns about 7,600 went to owner Fairic. 

VANDERBILT HORSE FINISHES SECOND. 



Paris, France. July 19. — W. K. Vanderbilt’s Gam- 
liascuil ran second yesterday iu the race for the 
Prix du Trocadero at St. Cloud. There were seven 
starters. 

W. K. Vanderbilt’s Riiwlin finished second in the 
Prix Fonrire at Malsons-Laffltte today. His Kainapo 
and Raleigh ran respectively in the Prix Orgemout 
and the Prix Lnde, but neither swnred a place.
